Miles City. Mont., Nov. 2.—Advices 
have bern received at Fort Keogh of 
the arrival at Ashland of the Fort 
Keogh troops.

VI. Krustaleff f.nrl Fourteen Others Are 
Sentenced. 
St. Petersburg, Nov. 2.— M. Krusfa- 
lofT. who was president of the execu­ 
tive committee of the workmen's coun­ 
cil, and fourteen leaders of th** council 
who have been on trial for a month 
past have been sentenced to exile in 
Siberia and the loss of all civil rights. 
Two others were sentenced to impris­ 
onment in a fortress and the rest of 
the accused were acquitted. 
Tho verdicts handed down by the 
court are unexpectedly mild, and this 
Is ascribed to the wide publicity given 
the trial and the compromising dis­ 
closures made. 
In the main, however, 
the defense, which was composed of 
the most brilliant lawyers of St. Pe­ 
tersburg 
and 
Moscow, presented a 
skillful ease. 
M. Kl list aleft, also known under the 
nam e of Mosar, is by birth a “Little 
Russian.” 
He has been regarded as 
the brains of the revolutionary move 
ment In Russia. 
He is a Jew, about 
thirty years old. 
It was through bis 
efforts that the organization of the 
workmen ^ s perfected and the work­ 
m en’s council created. 
Th has been 
almost entirely forgotten 
during his 
two years of imprisonment. 
For a 
time In* was a competitor with Count 
W itte ar an influence in the course of 
national affairs and 
he 
contribute 
more than any other man to block and 
wreck Count W itte’s plans. 
Krusta- 
leff exercised an immense power over 
the masses. His extraordinary success 
as a leader was 
exhibited in 1904, 
when during imprisonment he organ­ 
ized a big strike among the prison 
wardens.

Rural Guards Apparently Unable to 
Suppress Outlaws. 
Havana, Nov. 2.—Reports received 
at army headquarters from the prov­ 
inces of Santiago, Santa Clara and H a­ 
vana show continued conditions of un­ 
rest, although no instances of actual 
violence 
are 
mentioned. 
The com­ 
mandant of the marines stationed at 
Sancti Spiritus telegraphs that that 
town is quiet, hut that the adjacent 
country is unsafe owing to the pres­ 
ence of parties of outlaws lliat the ru­ 
ral guard is apparently unable to sup­ 
press.

Nov. 2.—A banquet 
given here at night by graduates of 
the imperial law school was marred 
by a scandalous occurrence. W hen M. 
Saburoff, who Is now serving as as­ 
sistant chamberlain at the palace, rose 
from his seat to off**r a toast in honor 
of the law school, its professors and 
graduates and the members of the de­ 
funct parliament, including Professors 
Mouromtseff and Kareieff, there arose 
a volume of shouting from the assem ­ 
bled 
graduates, 
which 
completely 
drowned his words. The toast created 
so much iii feeling that the graduates 
rushed upon M. Saburoff, tore the law 
school badges from bis breast and aft­ 
er kicking an£ beating him with their 
fists dragged him from tho hall.

St. Petersburg, Nov. 2.— A successful 
and daring ruse to become possessed 
of high explosives and gunpowder was 
carried through by six revolutionists 
disguised as a sergeant and five pri­ 
vates, who drove up in a wagon to tho 
government powder stores at Okhta, 
a suburb of St. Petersburg, and pre­ 
sented a formal order for delivery of 
575 
pounds 
of 
pyroxylin and 150 
pounds of smokeless powder. Tho m a­ 
terial 
was 
delivered, the six mon 
loaded it on their wagon and drove 
away. 
They have not been captured. 
At the time this happened the powder 
stores, which are the largest in the 
country, were guarded by an entire 
regiment of infantry.

preserving plant yesterday afterneon 
and found it a busy place indeed. I here 
was a large crew of men at work laying 
track for the trolley lines while another 
was 
busy with teams grading the 
grounds. 
At the buildings the hammers were 
ringing on tho big storage tank which 
is nearly ready for the roof. The boil­ 
ers of the steam plant are in position 
and one of them is being used as an air 
reservoir for compressed air to drive 
the power riveting hammers with which 
the seams in the tanks and retorts are 
being caulked. The big retorts, 
to 
which all else is merely auxiliary, are 
being caulked anti adjusted. The well 
is not yot completed nor have any of 
tho steel buildings been placed in posi­ 
tion. 
It will probably be several months 
before the plant is reudy for operation 
but one of the engineers was heard to 
say that the pipe fitting, etc., woultl last 
six weeks or two months later. 
The engineers in charge of tho con­ 
struction of the plant here will go to 
Coeur de Alone, Idaho, when their work 
here is completed, to build a counterpart 
of this plant out there.
